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ORDINANCE NO. 86-38 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE 85-28, 

"PALM BEACH COUNTY PURCHASING ORDINANCE," TO PROVIDE 
THAT PURCHASES EXCEEDING $100,000.00 BE APPROVED BY 
THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS AT REGULARLY 
SCHEDULED PUBLIC MEETINGS. 

V?HEREAS, on September 10, 1985, the Board of County 
smmissioners approved Ordinance 85-28, the "Palm Beach County Purchasing 
rdinance"; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to recommendation of the Joint (Mini-Grace) 
ommittee to Increase County Government Efficiency, the Board of County 
ommissioners has now determined that it is in the best interest of the 
ounty to amend Ordinance 85—28. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
OMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

1. Section 7, COMPETITIVE SEALED BIDS, Subsection a, 
dvertisements and Openings, of Ordinance 85-28 is hereby amended to read 
s follows: 

a. Advertisement and Openings - Public notice and 
nvitation to Bid shall be required for purchases in amounts exceeding 
10,000.00. Notice shall be published in a newspaper of general 
irculation for a reasonable period prior to the bid opening, 
lompetitive sealed bids may be received, publicly opened and tabulated by 
:he Director of Purchasing or his representative at a place and time 
.ndicated in the bid specifications. A vendor's name may be removed from 
:he Vendor's List for failing to respond to three (3) consecutive 
Invitations to bid. Bid awards for budgeted purchases exceeding 
?100,000.00 and all contracts with attorneys and consultants and those 

:ontracts of a sensitive nature or establishing special relationships 

within County government shall be approved by the Board of County 
Hoinmissioners at a regularly scheduled public meeting. 
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REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 


All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitu¬ 
tional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the remainder 
of this ordinance. 

INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 

The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
